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Blowing the whistle on train whistles Police Briefs

With the province encour¬ 
aging public transit, and an 
increase in the number of GO 
Trains planned on the Bar- 
rie-Union station line through 
Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
some members of town council 
have received complaints about 
train whisdes, and requests for 
“train whisde cessation." 

A report to council on 
Aug. 4 noted that there are 
seven level crossings in Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury, and 
four private level crossings 
(including the driveway to the 
town's wastewater treatment 
plant, and two pedestrian 
crossings at the GO Train 
station). At each level cross¬ 
ing, passing trains will ring 
the engine bell and sound 
the whistle - unless there is a 
town bylawin place, demand¬ 
ing “train whisde cessation.” 

The report outlined the 
implications of passing a 
whisde cessation by-law: the 
town must consult with the 
rail company, pay for a safety 
assessment, notify the pub¬ 
lic, pay for safety measures 
required to keep traffic and

Transport Canada has 
recorded that there were 180 
crossing accidents reported 
in 2014; 22% resulted in seri¬ 
ous or fatal injuries. Approx¬ 
imately 50% of vehicle/train 
collisions occur at crossings 
with active warning devices 
(gates, lights, bells). 


South Simcoe - Over the Civic 
Holiday weekend, South Simcoe 
PoliceTraffic&Marine Unit 
patrolled Lake Simcoe, partnering 
with York Regional Police for 
Operation Dry Water. Utilizing 
the Wardrop II Police Boat, two 
personal watercrafts and York 
Region's marine vessels, officers 
stopped and checked 67 vessels 
of various sizes. 

While there were no arrests for 
drinking and boating offences, 
police did hand out six Liquor 
Licence Act tickets, and laid three

Mayor Keffer proposed that as 
a first step, town staff be asked 
to look at the Industrial Rd. 
and WWTP crossings, to see if 
they would meet the criteria for 
whisde cessation. 

Council agreed to defer a 
vote, asking staff for a report 
- although staff advised that 
they do not have in-house 
expertise on the federal 


Operation Dry Water is 
designed to raise awareness 
of the dangers and penalties 
of impaired boating.

He will appear in 
court in September. His licence 
was suspended for 90 days. 

Bradford - On Saturday, 
August 8, officers were called 
to the Bradford Leisure 
Centre. A local man reported 
that sometime between 11 
a.m., and 12:30 p.m., a thief 
cut the lock off his gym locker 
and took his cell phone and 


$120 in cash. Anyone with 
information on this theft is 
urged to call South Simcoe 
Police or Crime Stoppers at 
1-800-222-8477. While locks 
make an effective deterrent, 
they can be defeated. Police 
recommend never leaving 
valuable items in a gym locker.

For at least four months of

That's when a patron told 
her about GoFundMe, “and 
how people use it to fund their 
dreams."
